Secretary of Ute Admiralty, replying la 
^ 4 ^ behalf of the Government, said this 
question was one of considerable din- 
rulty. The suggestion that theee Ger¬ 
man ships shduM be taken out to sea 
\ and sunk would only be carried out if 
the representatives of ths nations as¬ 
sembled St Palis should unanimously 
come to the conchielon that this course 
wss the beat ons. 

In Me Fleet. 

He had no suthor^y to disclose what 
Instmctlohs had been given the British

It has not been difficult to analyze numerous 
dispatches emanating from continental news 
agencies of late. Detection of the spnrions baa 
tadded empkims to the typieaUy einmsy work of the 
Junker publicist. At the same time, becauM our 
old frienda of the Theodore Wolff bureau have 
taken on a new lease of life it is us well to take 
Bate of more recent happenings from which some 
■ubitanee may be drawn for the belief that a really 
well planned endeavor is under way to revive the 
Bational spirit with a new draft of Pnissianism. 

The removal at the hand of an assassin of the 
Bavarian Premier was undeniably planned to shake 
the hold his radical views were beginning to get 
on the people. The fact that the former Prince 
Bupprecht of Bavaria—remembered as a typical- 
^ liombkiflie army groiip leader oh the wSlern 
mht—wits either direct^ or indirectly involved 
in the plot is the only evidence necessary. What 
^followed Enrt Eisner’s death! llie Spartacus 
crowd promptly turned loose a virtual reign of 
terror among the people. This could not assist the 
teachings of the dead Premier; it eonld, and un¬ 
doubtedly did, add value to the Pan-German bid 
for return to power over a populace drunk with 
frenzy. Eisner had persistently declared that all 
the German military easte sbonld be tried by a 
German tribunal for its complicity in responsibil¬ 
ity for the war, while he was an avowed anti-Bol- 
'‘-riievist and abhorred Kaiserism as the plague. 

At a recent meeting in Berlin a misdirected 
group, apparently suffering from a species of Prus¬ 
sian somnambniism, paraded a pledge to assist the 
rethm of the Monarchy, even suggesting that the 
^ former Kaiaer should ^ taken to taak for so long 
delaying his bid for world conquest. This is the 
watchword of the Gensan Peasant! ’ Union. 

Wedded to the belief that the make-up of the 
former Kaiser is as free from guile as the child of 
tender years, the Leagne of German Men and Wo¬ 
men has set ont-to establish the innocenee of the 
exiled Count UohenzoUem. Prince Henry has at¬ 
tached his name to the League's-membership roll 
with “affectionate pleasure,” but the published 
^ lianifrsto discourages any attempt to revive the 
" old regime—a declaration in itself an emphatic 
cause for doubt. 

We also recall the translation of power hitherto 
vested in Erzberger, as the head of- the German 
Armistice Commission, to the Foreigp Office. 
Count von Brockdorff-Raiitzau henceforward ia to 
reserve to himself supreme direction of fntnre 
poqr-parlers except on matters described as of a 
do<Mve nature. 

There is the presence at The Hague of Dr, von 
Xnehlmann, former German Foreign Minister to be 
•ecounted for. 'An Associated Press dispatch do- 
aeribes him as having displayed remarkable activ¬ 
ity of late. Coincidental with which is the visit to 
. tka ex-Kaiser at hia Dnteh retreat, of Dr. Kriege, 
counted as one of the cleverest departmental chiefs 
•f the GermaiA^oreign Office. What developments 
■neh mngular side-iaanes may fortell time will show. 

If dees exist a plot to re-tnalall the SMm- 
•rehy, then the incitement to a moderate period of 
torroritm through the apparent dormant pan-Ger- 
Bmn ageaeiet and the new bom leagues of “pa¬ 
triots” will Mhe for ita sue e ee e up to a point.
